Patriotism manifests in many and 
various way.s. Some people are 
wjlling to die for their country and 
few are willing to live for their 
country — which is much harder. 
Some are eager to show their 
patriotism by holding a job at a 
fat salary and willing to vote the 
party ticket straight — just because 
It is the party ticket.
